These are ioma of tho reasons the are reluctant 

to marge: 

1. If they take over Hazard Appalachian, they will have 
to pay the unskilled emplovees there extremely high union 
wages, a financial burden the patient would have to pay in 
higher treatment costs: 

2. The Hazard hospital would be tied to other hospitals 
in the Appalachian chain of five, and, the Sisters fear any 
future solvency of a Hazard hospital may be jeopardized if it 
has to support others in the chain that may possibly fail, again 
at added cost to the patient. 

3. All hospitals in the chain are serviced from a central 
issue facility; instead of each hospital purchasing its own sup- 
plies and equipment, they must requisition them, a set-up tha-t 
gives the Sisters less independence than they desire. 

Present comparative rates at the two hospitals are as fol- 
lows: 

A ward hed at Hazard Appalachian is $18 a day and, $13.50 
at Mount Mary; a private room at Hazard Appalachian is $21 
a day, and $18.50 and $19.50 a day at Mount Mary.
